Mr. Tarr's suggested "Interpreta-
tions" of the League covenaut and
his two extroordinarily outepoken let-
ters on the subject to Chairman Havs
are deeply Interesting sas maonifesta-
tlons of the extreme nnd jenlous so-
lettude of paternity,

The langue KWea was Mr. Tart's
Tong before President Winson selzed
upon It and ueed it for all that 1L was
worth for his personnl nggrandize-
ment In the eves of Europe, The
crux of Mr. Tarr's Lengue of Nations
was the International tribunal for the
Juridienl settlement of Jnsticlable ques-
thoms, together with provision for the
international enforcement of the ln-
termationnl court's declslon. The con-
ception of a super-judiciary has al-
ways fascinnted the legal mind of the
type of Mr, Tarr's or Mr. Iloor’s. In
Mr. Wisox's adaptation of the gen-
eral Lengue fden this particular fea-
ture of Internntional conception has
undergone atrophy. As Mr, Tare pa-
thetically remarks to M:. Havs: “1
nm confilent that he prevented the
ndoption of the plun of the Lengue
to Enforce Peace in respect to an in-
rernntionnl court and the settlement
of Justicinble questions. His preju-
dlce ngninst courts ix well known,”

There are furtheér expressions In
the Taft letters ghowing how the for-
mer Presldent regards the present
Executive's course with regard to
this matter. Mr. Tayr may be some-
what sore over the misappropriotion
ond perversion of the property of the
league to Eufores Pedce, but he does
no injustloe to President Wisox's
charncter and performances when he
says to Chalrman Havs:

“He selected a commisalon in which
the Republicans had no representa-
thhn and in which there were no
prominent Amaoricans of any real ex-
perlence nnd leadership of public
opinion.  With such & commisslon
hin unusua! course of golng abroad
himself, as President, greatly empha-
sizsed the personnl elemant in the
framing of the treaty and Intensified
the general tendency (o opponse any-
thing he might bring home. becauss
8f his apparent wish to dictate the
policy of the world and to monopo-
Mze the credit for it."”

A more accurate perceptlon of mo-

est In the snme project I= obvlous to
all who understand the nature and
proelivities of these (wo eminent
Americans. Mr. Wrnsox s working
te put the covenant through bechuse,
a8 Mr, Tarr candidly expresses It, “of
his wish to dietnte the policy of the
world and to monopollze the credit
for it.,” Mr. Ta¥r has lieen support-
ing the President’s efforts because he
belleves thnt if some sort of Interna-
tlonal machinery can be started, no
matter how defective ln construction
or unantisfactory in operation, it may
develop hereafier Into an establish-
ment more closely resembllug that
which he and his League {0 Enforce
Peace have so long had In hope of
heart. Mr. WriLsox wants to save
the face he has been exhibiting so
coplously to the forelgn world. Mr,
Tarr wants to save the Internutional
tribunal he hos so long and with such
honest enthusiasm proposed. Bearing
these plaln facts In mind, a political
association between the two stitesmen
that would otherwise be abnormal bes
comes entirely natural and perhaps
even reasonnble, ' s
Of the six suggesied amendments,
or reservations, or interpretations, or
Interpretative explanations suggested

fata all of the members of the Leagus

will be nnxious to Join in Its suppres-

slon. Articie X. s one of ths great

stepe forward prowided in the Leogwe

Jor the necuring of general peace.”

Bven In hin letter to Mr, Havs,
of date as recent as Sunday Inst, Mr,
Tarr remarks of Article X.:

It Ian absclutaly y to re-
taln Article 2L In order to stabilize
the world. The fluid condition of the
rogion of the war threatens ths sia-
bility of the world, and it needs the
united foross of the worid to reatore
& normal condftlon of self-mainie.
nance. In my Judgment, therefors, it
would bes most unfortunate if the
cautionary influsmmoe of Article X,
may not be retained In the erucial
decade through which the world is
to pasy.”

In view of these stutements it s a
little difficult to follow the line of
reasoning—or 1s It the line of the
pressure of emergency 7—by which
Mr, Tarr renches the conclusion em-
bodled In the third of his slx sugges-
tions, thus reported in paraphrase :

“3. Functioning of the council un-
der Article X, shall be advisory only,
and wot binding on the membera,
sach of whom shall be free to deter-
mine his own obligation, which in the
case of the Unlied Btates would be
determined by Congress”

Thut Kknocks out eo utterly nnd
completely Artlele X. as o measure
of super-govereigoty In the manner
orlginally  proposed by Presldent
Witsox that w& are lost In_wonder
how Mr. Tarr can still regard It as
“one of the great steps forward pro-
vided In the League for the eccuring
of general peace.” If Mr. Tarr now
views Artlele X., as Is intimated In
his first letter to Mr. Havs, In the
light of a merely “cautionary Influ-
ence'” hls well known sense of humor
must have Informed him that all the
cnutlonary (nfluence surviving In the
article Is of the sort exhiblted on a
Keep Off the Grass slgn In a publle
place where the perpetual absence of
pulicemen is notorious,

There I8 n mystery about the pib-
lication of these documents which at
the present time of writlng is yet
unexplained. We had yesterday Mr.
Tarr's slx suggestlons only In the
form of paraplirnse or outllue, al-
though that was the part of the corre-
spondence where the exact text would
oaturally be expected. At the sume
time we had the exact text of the first
letter of commentary and exposition,
written last Sunday In Quebec by Mr.
Tart and contaluing his extremely
frank observations on President Wir-
son's personality. As te the second
letter from Quéebec, addressed to “My
dear Wmr” and Intimating that it
would be unwise to bring the six sug-
gestlons fo the notice of Senator
Lopor or of the Senators “ranged In
general opposition to the ratifieation
of the treaty without reservations,”
It is searcely concelvable that Mr,
Tarr ever Inlended that milssive to
rench the ¢yes of the publle. Further
evidence of this may be found in the
fact that In this swme confidentinl
letter, written n= lately ax last Sune
duy, Mr, Tarr suggests 4 Mture con-
ference between Mr. Hays and Mr.
Hities “In furtherance of our com:
mon object. which 1s that of securing
a ratifieatlon of the treaty, a freelng
of the Republicun party from the bhur-
den of defeating the treaty and the
removal of Its lesnes from the next
politieal eampalgn™ He cnn hardly
have bellevedd that these Intimate sug-
gestions, penned on Snnday, would
appear (n the following Thursday
morning's newspapers.

Whatever may be the explanation
of this singular Inclilent, we ecannot
Imagine that its effect will be any-
thing but heartening to “the Repub-
licans ranged in genaral opposition to
the ratification of the league without
reservations.”

In the second year of the war, In
months when showers sepmed un-
reasonably frequent, a popular [m-
pression prevalled that the cannon-
nding In Europe must have had some-
thing to do with the weeping of the
skles. The weather sharps valnly as-
sured thelr ellents that this was not
s0; counld not be so. Looking back-
ward over the precipitation figures
for the years of the war It Is evident
that the weather men were right. The
rainfall In each year was below the
average of the lnst fifty years. Mars

Passing of Biack Face Minstrelsy.

The death 1s reported from Culls
fornla of Grorue Priumuose, who dur-
ing his more than fifty vears on the
Amerlcan stage was consldored ono of
the most successful of the “black
face" minstrels. Prispose was per-
haps the last survivor of the old style
song and dance mun. Ie was a fa-
vorite with New York minstrel golng
oudlences more than a quarter of a
century ngo, when black face enter-
tainments were at the helght of their
popularity, and through his yearly
tours of the larger cities of the coun-
try he won much the same favor
throughout the United States.

But the pecullar form of entertain.
ment In which Prixnose excelled had
had ite day years before his death.
There 18 now in existence not a sin-
gle blg combimation of black face
artists such as made up the old time
minstrel show. The wonderful drops
for the opening act, the high silk hats
and long drab overcoats for the “un-
parallelad dally street processions,”
the banjos, bones and tambourines of
the end men went Into storage yoars
ngo. The entertalners, the sweet
voleed tenors, the negro comedians,
nnd the buck and wing and the Jig
dancers have Inrgely become desert-
ers to the vaudeville stuge. Primnose
was one of the last to give up, bnt
be spent soverial years elther as an
individunl entertalner or as the /-
rector of n dancing tenm before his
retirement from the stage.

Minstrelsy has done Its full share
In making the world forget Its enres
nodd troubles; It enlisted in Its ger-
viee at some flme In their career
many men who afterward became
Amerien’a foremost comedians, So
distinguished nn actor as Joseen Jey-
FERBOS Wis not averse 1o expressing
imlehtedness to hls early “burnt cork
days" us tralulng for the success he
luter nttained.

Vaudes!lle has been the grontest
giner by the decay of black min-
strelsy ;s but there nre etlll old timers
who will question if the modern the-
atregoers have heen wholly benefited
by the change.

Wholesale Official Tells of
Falling Off Due to Lack of
Summer Demand.

PREDICTS HIGHER PRICES

House Rules Committee Is In-
formed That Situation
Really Is Serious.
